The Home Rule “Bill passed its second 
reading in the House of Commons’ yester- 
day, the motion for its rejection being 
negatived by 348 votes to 94. Sir Edward 
Carson, who resumed the debate, declared 
that he was still opposed to Home Rule. 
His attitude—and that of Ulster—was ex- 
pressed in the words: “ Leave us alone.” 
The present Bill, however, gave to the six

The alternative was the proposal of the 
1914 Act, now on the Statute Book, to 
place the whole ef Ulster under a Sinn 
Fein Parliament in Dublin. He took no 
responsibility for the present Bill, but 
would not vote against it, because that 
would mean acceptance of the worse pro- 
visions of the Act of 1914.

‘The 
other condition is the good-will of the 
Unionists of the six-county area.. The 
Prime Minister said nothing about this, 
because the Ulster Unionist leader had 
left him nothing to say.. Sir Edward 
Carson's speech was devastatingly frank 
and honest; it shattered the Government's 
whole fabric of make-believe. He said, 
indeed, that, if the South and West should 
decide to make the best of their new Par- 
liament, he would be glad-to shake hands 
with them and to wish them well—but 
that was all. He will wish them well 
from behind the stout barriers of his 
northern asylum. For the six counties 
this Bill means permanent partition and 
nothing else. If they suspected that it 
ever could conte to mean anything else, 
they would reject it here and now. They 
are convinced that the Bill spells ruin 
for the rest of Ireland, and they refuse to 
accept any responsibility for it They 
know and declare that the™ proposed 
settlement is a ‘‘sham.” Sir Edward 
Carson did not offer the slightest hope 
that his party would accept a. single 
unifying amendment in the Committee 
stage. Speaking for the six counties, he 
banged and barred the door against a 
united Ireland. 

Sir Edward Carson is consistently 
candid: he owes to that rare quality, 
rather than to gifts of statesmanship, his 
peculiar influence in the House of Com- 
mons. His candour yesterday illuminated 
one aspect of the Home Rule Bill; and. 
on Tuesday Mr. Bonar Law's candour, 
which is occasional and accidental, illumi- 
nated another aspect. If the Bill becomes 
law, the six counties will accept it and 
will cease to be a part of Ireland. The 
twenty-six counties will reject the Bill and 
will refuse to return members to the 
Southern Parliament. When that happens, 
as Mr. Law has told us, matters will “ re- 
vert to their present position ''—or rather, 
the position will be even worse than it is 
now. Dublin Castle will continue to ad- 
minister.a mutilated Ireland, deprived of 
its most stable elements of progress, and 
doomed to a political purgatory from which 
only the door of wholesale revolution will 
offer any prospect of escape. Military 
government will be the only possible 
government, and permanent government 
by military force, however wise and con- 
siderate that force may be, is unhealthy 
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situation is curious. 
the Allies: “ You must make 
. Moreover, in every case 
must do what I consider to be the 
right thing. 1 know what the right thing 
is, but I shall not tell you until you have 
made the attempt.” Unfortunately, the 
proposed offer of the mandate for Armenia 
to the League of Nations raises the ques- 
tion of the famous Sykes-Picpt Treaty 
between Great Britain and France—a 
treaty which, as it was concluded secretly 
during the war, is to President Wilson 
as a red rag to an angry bull. Onder 
the terms of this treaty Cilicia, that un- 
happy henting-ground of Turkish and 
Kurdish pogrom leaders, comes under the 
protection of France. Therefore, it is not 
included in the mandate of the League. 
Practically, of course, “the League’’ will 
mean Great Britain and France, so that 
it really,does not matter much whether or 
not Cilicia is included. On the other 
hand, America may refuse to have any- 
thing to do with the Sykes-Picot Treaty, 
and in that event all the fuss over the 
Adriatic and the Treaty of London will 
be repeated and peace in Turkey will be 
postponed for another couple of years. 
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Motor Taxes. 


The motorists’ gloomiest apprehensions 


fh 
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pointed some time ago to consider the 
question of taxation will recommend a 
tax of £1 per horse-power on pleasure 
cars. This will mean an _ increase 
ranging from 100 to 300 per cent. The 
only concession which the Committee 
favours is the abolition of the present tax 
of sixpence per gallon on petrol. 
Everybody agrees to the principle that 
the user of the roads shall con- 
tribute to their upkeep, and motorists 
are ready to pay their fair share. The 
many of them can endure. It will compel 
them to withdraw their cars from 
roads, and may give a serious set-back to 


encouragementi The abolition of the 
petrol tax, we believe, will be a mistake. 
The Government would be much better 
advised to retain it, and to adjust the car 
tax in accordance with the revenue that it 
will yield. A correspondent of The Times 
points out that the withdrawal of the 
petrol tax will be a direct encouragemént 


and annatural for a free people. The lot 
of all Irishmen under this régime will be. 
miserable, but the plight of the loyalist’ 
minority will be worst of all. The Bill 
proposes for them a deeper betrayal than 
that to which any form of genuine Home 
Rule, however extreme, could condemn 
them. Their material interests will suffer 
in common with those of their Nationalist 
fellow-countrymen; for a _ stereotyped 
state of confusion and unrest, of commer- 
cial stagnation, of popular lawlessness 
and official. repression, will spare neither 
creed nor class in Ireland. 
alists, however, will retain their ideals; 
but what ideals will be left to the Southern 
Unionists? The Union will have perished, 
and in the substitute which the Bill sup- 
plies they will be able to put neither hope 
nor pride. The Empire, to which their 
faithful generations contributed so much, 
will have abandoned them. Their Northern 
fellow-countrymen will have left them to 
their own resources. We cannot wonder 
that, surveying this tragedy of ingratitude 
and desertion, Sir Edward Carson is “ cut 
to the quick.”’ 

Mr. Macpherson, too, has his moments 
of candour. When the proposal was made 
to him yesterday that the Government 
should arrange a scheme of emigration for 
Southern Unionists, he expressed his hope 
that the emergency would not arise, but 
said that the proposal / was obviously one 
that would fequire grave and serious con- 
sideration.” This is a truly cheerful ad- 
mission by one of the authors of the Bill 
that is to throw all Irishmen into one 
another's arms! We do not think, how- 
ever, that the Government will be troubled 
with a plan of deportation which suggests 
rather the methods of Nebuchadnezzar 
than the “ date of Irish wnion.’’* Southern 
Unionists will stay in Ireland for many 
good reasons. In the first place, they love 
their country with a love that offers an 
equal front to sunshine and to storm. It 
is not their tradition to seek safety in 
flight, and so long as they feel that Ire- 
land needs them—and when did she ever 
need her loyal children more desperately 
than now?—they will not desert her. In 
the next place, they will not cease to 
hope that, some day, their fidelity to the 
ideal of a united Ireland may put them on 
better terms with the majority of their 
Nationalist fellow-countrymen. They have 
this much in common with the Nationalists 
now—that they loathe the unnatural crime 
of permanent partition, and will make no 
compromise with it. - Moreover, Southern

“Free” Sugar. 

We report today a Police Court case 
in “which a Dublin grocer was fined £10 
for the breach of various Orders issued 
by the Ministry of Food.. His most serious 
offence related to the purchase and sale 
of sugar. This commodity is so scarce 
that a strict system of rationing is an 
absolute necessity. Every grocer receives 
supplies that are proportionate to the 
number of consumers whose registration 
eards he holds. He is supposed to dis- 
tribute the sugar impartially, and no in- 
dividual is entitled to more than eight 
ounces per week, It is a fact, however, 
that many customers obtain more than 
the regulat’on quantity. There is a certain 
amount of “‘free’’ sugar in the market, 
and the grocer who cares to run the risk 
of purchasing it without authority can 
make large profits. Consumers are not 
disposed to haggle about the price so 
long as they can supplement the 
ration. The bulk of the “ free” sugar 
is intefided for manufacturing purposes, 
but, as a result of speculation, so 
much of it has been diverted to domestic 
use that the Food Controller's arrange- 
ments have been upset. Apparently it 
-has been found hecessary to release some 
of the ‘controlled’ sugar to meet the 
needs of manufacturers, and this was one 
of the reasons which led to the recent 
advance in the price of the rationed 
article. According to Mr. Lupton, many 
grocers in Dublin sell “free” sugar for 
domestic purposes at inflated prices. It 
is to be hoped that his warning will be 
an effective deterrent.

WHAT THE CONVENTION SHOWED. 

The resulj. of the Convention was a complete 
division of parties. Why does my right hon.

| licensing, law, and order—in fact, everything 
that touches the lives of the people in their 
daily occupation, in their homes, in their train- 


| ing for tae tasks of life, in- their liberties, in 
| their comfort and amenities, on the farm, in the 


| shop, the factory, the. home, or school, in their 

coming and gomg to their business -and in- 
All this is transferred to the exclusive | 
| jurisdiction of these Parliamenis. The only | 
exception to this comprehensive description is | 
the Post Office, and undoubtedly Customs and | 
Excise, which directly affect some of “these 
| categories. Ani yet Mr. Devlin talks about 
this wretched thing that he cannot find words | 
in the English knguage to describe.

GREAT MISTAKE. 

Theso are the powers given by the Act, and 
it: is a great mistake, it is uniair, it is mns- 
leading, it can do no good, to represent to the 
people of this country, and especially to the 
people of Ireland, that these are not powers of 
a gigantic kind whieh are conferred: on these 
Parliaments by these . The. composi- 
tion is of a character which makes it absolutely 
essential that before anything can be dono for 
the whole of Ireland there should be agreement 
between North and South. We have dehberately 
framed it in such a way that no. powers. beyond 
those which we have specified. should be given 
over the whole of Ireland, exeept with the con- 


sent, not merely of the North, but of the 


South as well, 


THE QUESTION OF UNITY, 

The South can veto the North, 
North can veto the South, unless theré is 
unity between them. Much will depend, when 
you try to achieve unity, upon tho attitude of 
the Sinn Fein population of the South, They 
can bring unity nearer by yearg if they like to 
make an effort to work this nll; but if they 
work for the purpose of inflicting harm upon 
Ulster, or upon the population of this country, 
they will postpone union indefinitely. It is for 
that reason that I think it is a misfortune 
that the population of Ireland has been misled 
as to what the bill really contains, because in 
that temper they cannot counter it. I know 
there are many men in Ireland who are sincerely 
desirous- to see this bill through—men who are 
Just as good Nationalists as those sitting on 
that Bench. 

Mr. Devlin—Who are they? 

Mr. lloyd Geoge—Well, he knows them as 
well as [ do. This seheme holds the field, be. 
cause ib recognises that you cannot satisfy Irish 
opinion in its present state of exaltation with- 
out destroying the essential unity of the United 
Kingdom. I regret it.

The second pointí, I want to put is this. There 
are certain powers which might be conferred on 
Ireland when she settles down and accepts 
union, and works in union.

ULSTER AS AN ENTITY. | 

And the other fact is the fact referred to by 
Sir Edward Carson with regard to Ulster. 
Ulster has been treated as if it were a minority 
io be protected. Ulster is not a minority to be 
safeguarded. Ulster is an entity to be dealt 
with. lt is a different problem. It is a separate 
and different part of Ireland. It is exactly the 
problem we were dealing with in the Peace Con- 
ference in Silesia. We might have treated 
Silesia as a whole, which it always: had been, 
but we felt that that would be unfair. If the 
majority had been im favour of the Germans, 
you would have put solid blocks of Poles inside 
Germany. If the majority had been in favour 
of the Poles, you weal have put solid blocks of 
Germans inside Poland. 

AN APPEAL. 

I do not know whether I dare make an ap- 
peal. For one humired and twenty years Britain 
has refused to recognise the fact that Ireland 
does not want dictation in its own affairs.

BRIGHTER MINES. 

(FROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF TO-DAY.) 
Despite the further thinning of the attendance 
of members, business in the hais market was 
entered into with greater freedom. The bulk of 
it was perhaps of a professional character, and 
consisted largely of the evening up of books; 
but there is no doubt that, as hinted in this 
colamn yesterday, some influential buying of 
good-class’ shares, pariiculariy in the Kaffir de- 
partment, is in progress. lu has also to be borne 
in mind that the maintenance of a high pre- 
mium on gold, as shown in the quarterly re- 
ports now coming to hand, is partly responsible 
for the increasing favour with which the shares 
of producing concerns are regarded. A set-back 
of Sd. to £5 6% 2d, per ounce in the price of 
the precious metal was of no significance, but a 
hardening of the French exchange had a steady- 
ing influence. A notiegable feature was the 
almost general recovery in values under the 
lead of such representative counters as Ran 
Mines, Randfontein, “ Johnnies,” Crown Mines, 
Van Ryn Deep, and Geduld. Bast Rand were 
better on the report, and, indeed, with only bne 
or two exceptions, movements on the day were 
upwards. Paris was doing little or nothing, and, 
in the absence of French sales here, Diamonds 
were better under the lead of De Beers Def. 
The Tin Share market is more influenced by the 
surrounding conditions than by the fluctuations 
in the metal price, and consequently a set-back 
of £10 17s.

The Chairman, in moving the resolution, said 
that the first financial year of the company 
would come to an end on April 30th, and the 
directors had eyery expectation that when the 
accounts were completed it would be ible to 
make a further subgtantial distribution, in addi- 
tion to the interim dividend of 1s.

ABSORPTION OF J. HARRISON LINE, 


The absorption of the John Harrison Line would 
benefit both services by the adjusimens of 
steamers allocated to sailings between definite 
ports.

John Harrison and BE, T, Lindley would be of 
great benefit. As the quantity of cargo from 
the Continent increased, bringing increased 
earnings, their organisation for rapid clearing 
of goods from dischargihg berths would be 
developed, and the fleet of motor lorries owned 
by the John Harrison Line would be a most use- 
ful adjunct. During the last: five years the 
gross profit of the John Harrison Line averaged

which it was hoped would be by July. Regular 
services like theirs were. less affected by the 
freight market than tramp steamers, because 
the cargoes contained a large number of small 
parcels, much of which ‘business’ was con- 
tracted for over long periods. As 
traffic increased to the same stage of import- 
ance as before the war, and as Germany and 
Central Europe began trading, more tonnage 
would be required, and, as large steamers were 
not suttabie, and revent sa lem had heen 
to build larger and boats, there 
a great dearth tonnage. 
The fleets of the Walford Line and 
Herrison Line, if sold ship by ship at 
present prices, would realise substantial profits, 
steamers of 200 to 400 tons now selling at £90 
to £100 per ton, as compared with the average 
rate of £65 17s. at which the Harrison fleet had 
been acquired. He thought, the shareholders 
would be satisfied with the terms arranged for 
the issue of Debentures carrying 7 per cent. in- 
terest and repayable by equal instahnénts over 
eight years at par.
